Agriculture is the great primary 
business of the human race. With 
out it the world would perish. Were 
the farm lands to lock up- their few 
remaining supplies and refuse to be 
longer abused by (JUr blundersome 
methods, a condition far exceeding 
all powers of human imagination 
would doubtless follow. 

The most lasting form of wealth 
is real estate. The most useful of 
all real estate is the land adapted for 
farmiug. It therefore becomes our 
duty to preserve, m so far as we are 
able, the fertility of these soils. Fcr 
several decades we have labored 
along under unsafe systems, hardly 
realizing the utter devastation and 
poverty that would eventqally over- 
take our dnce fertile soils. But now 
in the year 1917 when we come face 
to face with startling facts and be- 
hold the fertile fields of our fathers, 
as generous of spirit as ever, yet un 
able to give of their one lime bount- 
eous store, then it is we realue the 
calamity which has befallen ua and 
we begin to seek methods whereby 
we may be able to correct the mis* 
takes of those who have gone before. 
In a mad effort to regain our hold 
we have started a slogan over our 
entire nation resulting in a move 
ment known as "back to the land." 
Sad is it that our citizens .interpret 
it as a call for inhabitants, for in 
truth, it is merely the cry for the re- 
turn of the fertility that has been 
carried away in the corn, wheat, and 
tobacco we have §o^.

We well know ^lat with thj Pi. 
I enditure.of large sums we wO i!d be 
able to place in the £oil enough p'^ant 
food to again claim for it qualities, 
which at the present time, it doe> 
not possess. But those of us who 
haye beiea faru.i jg these ttnpVcduct- 



ive fields for years are limited in our 
operations and such a method is far 
beyond our greatest possibilities. 
To find and employ som^economic- 
al and profitable means is our only 
hope, and though it may be a sur- 
prising fact such a means, if we will 
•but accept it, is within easy reach 
of every farmer in the county. 

No farming people have ever been 
able economically to maintain the 
fertility of the soil without the use 
of livestock. Farming without the 
use of manures is a waste of energy 
and can only result in failure. Some 
light ni«y be thrown on the cause of 
our present conditions when we learn 
that in the county on 2,686 farms 
there are only 3,801 cows. Manure 
IS the best means of improving the 
condition of the soil and the import- 
ance of carefully preserving it for 
use upon cultivated fields can not be 
too strongly emphasized. Then if 
such is the case it is at once neces< 
sary for the farmer to keep more 
live stock. To raise atfdJeed beef 
cattle has been found unprofitable 
on a good many farms due to vari- 
ous reasons, but fortunately we have 
been unable to find a single farm 
where the dairy cow with proper 
management has failed to pay. Sit- 
uated as we arc, with two railroaJs 
through the county placing us in di- 
rect touch with the \'ery best mark- 
ets, we should be receiving each 
year large returns from dairy pro- 
ducts. Almost every farmer within 
several miles of a shipping station 
should- be milking a number of cows 
shipping the cream to the markets 
and feeding the skim milk to *hpgs, 
poultry or young stock. 

In a year's time a cow will pro- 
duce, when bedding is used about 
14 I 2 tons of manure. When com- 
pared with the present price of fer' 
tilizers this is well worth over $30. 
A 50 bushel crop of corn will take 
from the ^oil something near ^15 
worth of plant food. In other words 
one cow will give back to "the land 
all of the fertility, measured in dol- 
lars and cents, taken out by a crop 
of corn yielding 100 bushels. If 
this same cow is just a plain ordin- 
ary tow giving two gallons of milk 
daily which will test lour per ^cent 
and the butter tat from this milk wilL 
sell for thirty cents per pound, then 
the farmer is realizing from the cream 
alone about $69. The tXLm milk is 
worth lia alid the calf $10 making 
the cow's production for the year's 
time amount to $gi without consid 
ering the value of the manure. It 
will cost about ^40 to feed the aver 
age cow for a year, leaving a profit 
of something close to $50. 

The work in which we are now 
engaged is a big work. Too soon 
we must shake off this mortal coil 
and depart for the great adventure 
that lies beyond.^ While some are 
busy with the preparation of a mon- 
ument of stone to mark their last 
resting place and serve as a memory 
of their work let us be building fer 
tile farms, and when we come to en- 
ter into the bosom of .Mother Earth 
we need have no fear but that a mem 
ory will linger, to be held and cner 
ished in the hearts of the generation 
that will spring up m our wake. The 
safest way, the most economical 
way, and without doubt the best 
svay IS through live stock. So in 
addition to our present m^ods let 
us begin the work of improvement 
through more and better cattle and 
strive to pay to these lands that have 
given to us our existence something 
of the debt we owo«

SHELTER FOR SHEEP. 



Plans For a Barn Should Incliiclo Dry 
Floors and Abundance of Air. 
It is impossible to suggest any very 
detinite sheep barn plans without 
knowin.u under jtist what et.nditious 
.the barn is ! e '■ •■ lii. In ie;:niiii,.,^ 
barns or sh'.Us lor a biecilin;.! li<i k of 
sheep a space of ten or twelve s<iuare 
feet per ewe will ^ive siillii ieiit moui. 
The es.sentials of slielter for slieep are 
(1) dry tloor, (2) good roof, an abun- 
dance of fresh air, (4) avoid drafts, (5; 
avoid narrow doers and p.nssagcs so a 
ewe heavy with lamb will net be in- 
jured, ard (U) provide sullif lent feed 
ftttf trough space so all tbe sheep can 
£at at tbe same time. 

We Ond that a shed twenty-five or 
thirty feet wide and as long as ncccs- 
sary to bouse tl»e tlock gives very gool 
results at the Missouri- agilcultural ex- 
periment station. It should be open on 
tbe south and ma.v be liuilt with {\ feed 
trough and feed alley along the north 
side. Economy of rack space may be 
secured by the use of movable racks so 
tkrvaiif-itu) as to m.ike as many l.its as 
Are needfefi in t'ue slie.l. These partition 
racks can be iinncd out of tlie wa.v 
tsrbcnevcr a wagon ii; driven in to be 
ponded with manure. The shed should 
l*e high cnou,;j:h to aTfotd plenty <ii' loft 
room. Au we feed baled hay. a lnft five 
feet hi.2;!i <it the eaves gives ns room 
enough to stor^i u winter s supply for 
the flock, but if loo<ie bay is ]»ut in and 
fed (Lrorrosi»uudin;:ly more loft room 
must be- provided.- I'roiessor II.

is the problem of making pork at a 
profit any greater now that grain feeds 

are high? Have we not a correspond- 
ing rise in the values of the product so 
that we are just as well off? Let us not 
overlook the fact that only good bogs 
pay at any time, says tho Farm Jour- 
nal. Poor swine, poorly kept or wormy, 
are a losing proi)osition under all con- 
ditions of tbe market. 

In keeping first qnality liops, espe- 
cially pure breeds, there is always the 
additional inducement of oecasiomil 
sales at good prices to breeders. But in 
feeding tliere is a right way that should 
not be forgotten. If you have skim- 
milk or buttermilk or arc near a cream- 
ery where these may be procured at a 
cost of 40 cents per hundred or less it 
will add quality to tlie ration and do it 
piDlitably. Skinimillc is amoni: Mie fore- 
most feeds as a grower of young stock, 
while it has ,fcw equals as a fattcner 
when feil with corn.

Lime Excess Wasteful. 

Field experiments recently completed 
afthe rcnnsylvaida station indieate 
that a large excess of lime or limestone 
is wasteful and that onl^' a slight ex- 
cess over that necessary to "sweeten" 
the soil or neutralize acidity should be 
applied. For the average acid soil 
with Pennsylvania conditions one Ion 
of burned lime or twice that amouut of 
ground liuRstone per acre is sufficient 
for ail initial application. 



Protection Against Micp. 
Dtiring some winters mice are very 

destructive to fruit trees, even, after 
the latter have been plae.ted several 
years. Vai-ions methods of pioteetion 
have been suggested. On.e method is 
to wrap ordinary white building paper 
aroniAl the trunks just before wiuter 
sets in.
